HENDRICKS HEARD FROM 


THE CONTENTS OF A LETTER TOA 
POLITICAL FRIEND. 


He isn’t Anxious to Reenter Politieal Life, But Gives 
Some Good Pointe as to the Policy of the 
Party~The Independent Voters WNu- 
merous Enougt for Consideration. 


New York, March 6.—Governor Hendricks, 
gho is now abroad, but soon expected home, 
has written a letter toa personal friend in 
the city, which contains a brief outline of bis 
views onthe political outlook, personally. 
It seems from this that he has abandoned an 
‘dea of having his own name considered by 
the convention. His health, while better 
since his trip to Europe, is by no means fully 
restored. 

Your correspondent asked whether the 
governor took a hopefal view of the demo- 
cratic outlook. 

“Exceedingly s0, but with his usual pro- 

yisos. Hespeaks of the difficulties labored 
under by one abroad when trying to keep 
abreast Of the ever-shifting phases of politics 
at home, but from what he can hear seems 
to him that the democratic congress should 
deport itself with such caution in tariff mat- 
ters as DUt to alarm conservative people into 
the belief that the whole structure is threat- 
tened, and at the same time with energy 
enough to indicate that the party is not 
afraid to prune existing evils just because 
the Pennsylvanians cry ‘*wolf,’’ While on this 
topic he refers to the immense difference be- 
tween the general knowledge on this subject 
at the present day and in 1880, when it was 
suddenly sprung, and is confident that the 
vast amount of discussion since then al! over 
the country has been of immense benefit to 
the democracy. 

‘The governor,’’ continued my authority, 
“has always been stoutly opposed toa reve- 
nue for protection far above all pressing de- 
mands of the public service, and does not 
hesitate to give it as his idea that the proper 
course for the party is to reaflirm its old-time 
principles and enter the next campaign with 
a bold onset on monopolies, which have de- 
fied congressand the people,and with a digni. 
fied, conservative, but compact attack on the 
in quities of extreme protection and the con- 
sequent unnecessary and unpopular sur- 
pius. 

‘How does the governor stand on civil ser- 
vice reform ?”’ 

‘Don’t know from this letter. He doesn’t 
mention it, but unless he has changed his 
mind he thinks that reform of any kind is 
simply impossible with the present executive 
instrumentalities.”’ 

‘Does be touch on any other subject ?’’ 

“Yes, and to my mind he sounds the key- 
note of the entire coming campaign. He 
hopes the party in making its candidates and 
platform will bearin mind that for twenty 
years party shackles in the country have not 
been so loosely borne as now; that the filoat- 
ing and independent yote is three times 
larger and three times more inde 
pendent than -before. This would nat- 
urally be the case when the main isssue of 
the coming canvassis not strictly partisan, 
but doubly true when there seem to be act- 
ually no side issues that can strictly hold 
the old party line. Sectionalism is practi- 
cally placed on the shelf, and the south can 
no more be held down with bayonets, or be 
honeycombed with the machinery of corrup- 
tion. Lnhis being the case, the party that 
wins will be the one that frames that plat- 
form on the great economic measures before 
the country on which the great mass of in- 
dependent voters can stand. The party that 
zecures this element will obtain the white 
house in spite of all the old lights and trans- 
parencies, and bonfires and stump oratory of 
the campaign, and he doubts whether this 
fact has sufficiently impressed itself on the 
party leaders; but is convinced of the much 
greater power of the independent vote at 
present than for many years past, and be- 
lieves it will increase instead of growing less 
during the formative period of the conven- 
tion preliminaries of the canvass.’’

Minteuch, of St. Martin, offered a resolution 
indorsing the administration of President 
Arthur, and directing the Louisiana delega- 
tion to the Chicago conventien to support him 
for renomination. This resolution, together 
with one presented by Mr. Dinkgrave, of 
Ouachita, indorsing John A. Logan for presi- 
dent, was referred to the committee on ad- 
dresses and resolutions. The chairman was 
authorized to appoint a committee of thirty 
to prepare a full state ticket and report 1t to 
the convention, which then took a recess 
until seven o’clock.

CorninG, O., March 6.—Andy J. McDevitt, 
the druggist, who was mobbed and driven 
naked from this place on Sunday night dur- 
ing ablinding snow storm by members of 
Father O' Boylan’s church, is at New Straits- 


ville to-day. Sheriff Crosbie, of New 
Lexington, arrived here. this forenoon 
with a large posse and after swearing 


in twenty-tive constables at this place ar- 
rested all the men known to have been in 
the mob. He also arrested a large number 
of persons merely suspected of being con- 
nected with the outrage and took about 
twenty-five of them to Néw Lexington. The 
excitement here is greatly increased by this 
proceeding. 

Father VU) Boylan has been called to Colum- 
bus by Bishop Watterson. It is the belief 
of many Catholics that he will be severely 
reprimanded if pot suspended for his rash- 
ness. It is also reported that McDevitt will 
go to Columbus to-night to have a conterence 
with the bishop, and if so it is the inference 
that an effort will be made to patch up & 
peace between him and Father O’Boylan. 
MeDevitt was a Catholic but left the church 
not because of any change in his religious 
faith, but of personal trouble with the priest. 
After leaving the church he attended a 
Catholic fair about two weeks ago,from which 
Father O’ Boylan caused him te be ejected. 
Then a series of spats and skirmishes toox 
place between the priest and the druggist. 
McDevitt printed a long and savage ietter 
about the priest in the Onio State Journal, in 
which the following bitter paragraph ap- 
peared, personal to O’ Boylan and extremely 
galling to him. 

“He is the man who knocked James 
Comiskey down because he did not bring a 
team around for the reverend father to go to 
Buckingham with. For this unchristianlike 
action he gave as a reason the statement that 
he had been injured in his head at one time 
by falling from a building, and had not been 
able since then to contro! his temper. The 
tirst year of his location here he had a fight 
in Kinney’s hall with some German ladies, 
because he thought they had not paid him 


enough for christening a child. He 
cuffe the teacher at Buckingham 
on account of ‘some misunderstanding. He 


struck a man on the bridge, opposite the 


| depot here, because the man had not paid 


his pew rent. A gentleman here married a 
Protestant lady, and when they applied to 
©’ Boylan to have their child christened the 
priest threw the father by the neck out of 
the church.’’ 

This paragraphin Father O’Boylan’s case 
was the last strawin the accumulating load 
that broke the camel’s back and caused that 
unmeasured denunciation of McDevitt last 
Sunday. 


THE ALIGATOR IN COMMERCS. 


The Whe'esale Slaughter of the Saurian Monsters in 
the Rivers ot Fiorida. 

Boston, March 6.---From a commercial 
point of view the alligator is a regular bonan- 
za. There bas been within the past three years 
a craze for alligator skii\ articles of all kinds, 
The leather is used in making card cases, 
pocketbooks, gripsacks, shoes and slippers and 
belts, and an article made of this material is 


well nigh indestructible. A dozen years 
ago alligator skin was tanned 
as a novelty—now there are half a 


dozen firms in the United States engaged in 
tanning alligator hides exclusively. Itisa 
most beautiful leather, and as no two skins 
are marked alike is additionally valuable, In 
Paris and London this-novelty is increasing 
steadily in popular favor, and one firm in 
Florida is now engaged in filling a large 
English order for jewelry made from 
alligator’s teeth, which resemble the most 
beautifal ivory. It has been estimated 
that 400.000 alligators were killed dur- 
ing 1883 in order to supply the demand for 
leather. The negroes kill the creatures and 
get from 20 to 50 cents each for the skins, ac- 
cording to size and quality. The storekeeper 
who buys the skin from the negro gets from 
$1 to $2 for it, making a handsome profit. A 
skin six feet long is considered the best, but 
they come in allsizes, from two to eighteen 
feet 

“There isa great deal of difference,’’ said a 
manufaciurer of alligator leather, *‘between a 
6-footand an 18-foot skin. The first is soft 
and pliable; the other is as tough as an ox 
hide. The skins are packed in lime for four 
months to remove the horny scales, and it 
takes a long time after that to finish the tan- 
ning process. The imperfections in old skins 
are hidden by coloring matter. The uncolor- 
ed goods are-always the finest, as none ofthe 
imitations of alligator skin—made 
by stamping calfskin in design—can 
be made to resemble the genuine uncolored 
pale yellow skin.’”’ Alligator killing has be- 
come a regular business in Florida, and there 
are to-day probably 2,000 people in the south 
engaged in the slaughter of the saurian mon- 
sters, some of them making a good living at 
it. There is some talk of passing a law re- 
stricting the killing of smali alligators, as it 
is believed the creatures are being disposed of 
too rapidly, but as he the movement has not 
taken any shape. ouldn’t it be funny to 
read of a “society to prevent the extermina- 
tion of alligators?” :

was the first southern manufacturer who had 
appeared before the committee. He said an 
effort had been made to create the impression 
that the southern manufacturers are indif- 
ferent tothe proposed reduction in the cotton 
schedule, He denied this, and gave the 
figures of manufactures in the south to sus- 
tain his position. He said the true market of 
all American manufactures should be at 
home, The most of the southern mills now 
make cotton and wool yarns and sell them to 
northern mills. Anything which injures the 
northern milis must necessarily hurt the 


southern mills, Thesouthern manufacturers 
have been misrepresenied. They are op- 
posed to the proposed reduction, because they 
are convinced it will prove disastrous to their 
interests. Mr. Hanson announced that he 
was a square protectionist. He thinks such 
views are gaining strength in the south. His 
remarks were well put and madea favorable 
impression. Senator Brown was among the 
visitors present during. his testimony. Mr. 
Hanson told me to-night that be had just 
come from New Yark, and while there found 
business in a very uncertain condition on ac- 
count of the existing doubt as to tariff legis- 
lation.

The Senate Kefundasa Fifteen Dollars—Lhe House on 
the Naval Bil. 

WASHINGTON, March 6.—In the senate, 
among the resolutions presented, was one by 
Mr. Cockrell, fromthe United labor organi- 
zation of St. Louis, which protests against the 
attempts of employers, as illustrated by the 
recent events in counection with the glass 
blowers and other trades, toreduce the com- 
pensation of American labcr toa point ona 


‘level with the pauper labor of Europe, and 


praying the passage of laws to restrict whole- 
sale immigration intended to effecta reduction 
of the wages of American working men. On 
presenting the memorial and moving its ref- 
erence to the committee on education and 
labor, Mr. Cockrell took occasion to commend 
it tothe serious consideration of that com 
mittee. It was so referred. 

% The action of the house on the joint resolu- 
tion appropriating $10,000 for the senate con- 
tingent fund, appending a proviso that the 
amount must be used for investigations here- 
tofore ordered, is declared to be an unjasti- 
fiable interferance of that body with the in- 
dependence of the senate. By a vote by yeas 
and nays the senate unanimously decided 
not to concur in the amendment, and a com- 
mittee, consisting of Messrs. Sherman, Wilson 
and Butler, was appointed to confer with a 
like committee of the house on the subject. 

The favoraole report from the commit- 
tee on post-offices and post roads, on the bill 
fixing the rate of postage to be paid upon 
mail imatters of the second class when sent 
by others than the publishers or news agents, 
fixes the rate of transient newspapers at one 
cent for four ounces, the present rate being 
one cent for two ounces. Placed on the cat- 
endar. 

Tne senate resumed consideration of Mr. 
Pendleton’s bill providing a system of courts 
for the exercise of the extra territorial -juris- 
diction of the United States in foreign coun- 
tries, and aftera short debate, the bill was 
passed substantially as presented. Yeas, 51; 
nays,1l. The senate then wentinto execu- 
tive session. 

PAYING FOR AN INVENTION. 

After an hourspent in executive session 
the doors were opened andthe senate pro- 
ceeded with the consideration of bills on the 
calendar. The bill reported from the com- 
mittee on claims, appropriating $200,000 to 
Colonel Albert H. Emery, for the invention 
and construction of a machine for testing iron 
and steel, was taken up and after debate was 

assed. Messrs. Anderson, Hawley, Piatt, 

‘air, Voorhees, and Hoar spoke 
in favor of the bill, and Messrs. Harris 
and Cockrell against it. Mr. Logan called 
up the bill introduced by himseif, and re- 
ported favorably from the committee on fi- 
pance, providing for refunding to Frailey 
& Devine of Chicago the sim of $15 errone- 
ously paid tothe United States. Mr. Logan 
expiained that the amount had been 
paid under misapprehension of trade 
mark law, and as the money had been 
covered into the treasury, the officers of the 
treasury could not return it without author- 
ization of congress. Mr. Morrill, in saying a 
good word for the bill, remarked that it cer- 
tainly was the emallest which had ever re- 
ceived the consideration of congress, The 
bill was read three timesand passed. Ad- 
journed. 

IN EXECUTIVE SESSION. 

The senate, in executive session, took up 
Senator Mo ‘s motion, made some weeks 
ago to reconsider the vote by which the Mex-

ican treaty failed of ratification. The mo- 
tion was Carried bya majority vote, and next 
Monday was named as the day when the 
treaty will be taken up for discussion. with 
the understanding it shall continue until the 
matter is disposed of. j 

IN THE HOUSE, 

In the house the speaker announced the 
appointment {fof Manzares, of New Mexico, 
upon the committee on coinage, weights and 
measures, The morning hour having been 
dispensed with, the house went into the com- 
mittee of the whole, Mr. Converse, of Ohio. 
in the chair, on the naval appropriation 
bill, 

Amendments were adopted authorizing the 
detail of line officers in the navy to act as in- 
structors in the staie universities of agricul- 
tural colleges, and an amending clause pro 
hibiting officers on the retired list from 
accepting positions in the civil service of the 
United States, by exempting from this class 
all otticers below the rank of major in the 
army and commander in the nayy. The com 
mittee then rose snd reported the bill to the 
house, and it was passed—yeas 259, nays 14. 
The request of the senate for a conference on 
the joint resolution increasing contingent 
fund of the senate was agreed to, aud Messrs 
candall, Holman and Ryan were appointed 
conierees. The house then adjourned. 

AMONG THE COMMITTEES, 

The house committee on ways and means 
to-day acted favorably upon the Morrison 
tariff bill, As agreed upon, it places salt, 
coal and lumber on the free list. A proviso 
with respect to coal is to the effect that it 
shail not apply to Canada until that country. 
places our coal on the free list. The decision 
to report the bill was by a strictly party vote. 
Messra. Morrison, Mills, Blount. Blackburn.

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SLUSH IN THE HOUSE, 


Some Sampies of the Pecullar Oratory on the Death 
Congressman Muake!!, 

VASHINGTON, March 6.—The sophomoric 
style into which many cobgressmen fall when 
called upon to pay tribute to departed mem- 
bers, was never better illus.rated than in the 
recent eulogies over the remains of the late 
Congressman Haskejl. Representative Ryan, 
of Kansas, fell into the following strain: 

[ seem to see now in fancy my-departed 
friend on that far shore, bis once soaring spirit 
in peaceful repose at last, basking in the glad 
sunrise Of an eternal morning. From that in- 
finite height may we not fancy him compre- 
hending in the vastsweep of his perfected 
vision the places, events and interests that 
attracted his thoughis and engagad his ener- 
gies in life? Soshall he look down upon a 
grateful country, her reverent mil- 
lions. paying the tribute of tears to 
one who served their interests faithfully, 
whose devotion to the cause of social regener- 
ation and whose championship of the rights 
and dignity of American labor challenged 
their sincere admiration. In the vanof them 
all will he behold the sorrowing hosts of his 
own state watering his grave with tears and 
bedecking it with lilyand immorielle. When 
these flowers fade and their fragrance perishes 
surviving affection will rear a sculptured 
column above his dust, and the enduring 
marble itself shall crumble and decay 
ere his name and fame fade from recollec- 
tion.” 

He was succeeded by Representative Bel- 
ford, pf Colorado, who never lets a chance 
pass #y toair his eloguence. Looking into 
the distance he said: 

‘Dying is but a disappearing mist from the 
crest of the mountain. How many ships with 
full sails go out into the bosom of the ocean 
only toreturn battered and worn? How 
many hearts commenced life joyful and 
gladsome, to afterward beat irregular ticks, 
like a clock out of time. He was plucked 
from usin the very springtime of his days with 
the pulses of thought strong, vigorous and 
clear. How enchantingly the rainbow of fu. 
ture promise must have appeared to him 
and with what endearment he must have em- 
braced the prophecies of the future. It is 
inexpressibly sad to witness the scissors of 
death severing the threads that bind the hu- 
man soulto this earth. What hopes are 
crushed, what anticipations are frosted, The 
ocean that separates this world from the next 
no human eye can penetrate. Oh, what is 
death but a rebirth into that larger life where 
wego on forever? Who can measure the 
compass ef our existence? We come here 
without our consent and depart without be- 
ing consulted.”’ 

With disheveled hair and bulging eyes, 
Represertative Browne, of Indiana, broke 
into the following refrain: 

“The wrecked bark rides at anchor without 
a disturbing wave. On his grave the morn- 
ing sun will rise and evening twilight fade. 
As the yéars go by the stars will shine upon 
it, and the gloom of the nights that are star- 
lessrobe it ‘in blackness. The winter winds 
will shriek above it, and in the springtime 
the melody of the bird song and the perfume 
of flowers will environ it. There, in the sol- 
enn calm of the grave, we ieft him to await 
the call of the angels.”’ 

Representative Russell, of Massachusetts, 
with sepulchral earnestness, said: 

‘‘Mr. Speaker, since we were selected from 
the people for this congress seven of our 
number have been called to that undiscoy- 
ered country whence no traveler returns. 
Certainly we are not without admonition or 
warning of the uncertainty of human life, 
and that the grim messenger, death, is no 
respecter of persons.” __ 


A GOVERNOR’S WRATH, 


Judge Birdsall! Kicked Gut of the Office Of the Gov- 
ernor ef Connecticut. 

Haktrorp, March 6.—The petulance which 
Judge Birdsall, formerly of New York, has 
manifested about the reappointment of Bank 
Commissioner Hyatt culminated this after. 
noon ina scene at the capitol in the execu- 
tive chamber. Judge Birdsall called on Gov- 
ernor Waller with a manuscript article which 
he said he was going to have published in 
republican papers in the state to which he has 
the entree, unless the governor consented to 
do what he (Judge Birdsall) wished of him. 
It was hardly a word and a blow, and 
the blow first; but witha vehement resent- 
ment ofthe insult, Governor Waller turned 
on Birdsall with the words; ‘‘You are a 
scoundrel, ‘This office is open for public bus- 
iness. If you have public business to attend 
to it can be heard but not blackmail. Never 
let your scoundrelly face be seen in this 
chamber again. here’s the door, Judge 
Birdsall; get out of it.’’ Birdsall not moving 
the governor turned to the executive secre- 
tary, saying: ‘“‘Remove him from the room, 
Mr. Zacher.’ Mr. Zacher conducted Judge 
Birdsall fromthe governor’s office without 
resistance. 

The course of Governor Waller has been 
commended by évery senator, without dis- 
tinction of party. It is understood that 
Judge Birdsall’s manuscript contained what 
he celled exposures of Governor Waller's cor- 
ruption in the appointment of Senator 
Hyatt as bank commissioner. There is not a 
sane man in the legislature who believes 
anything in the charge.

| THE WORLD ABROAD. 


TRE ASSEMBLING OF THE GERMAN 
REICHSTAG. 
ES 
The Emperer’s Speech Indicates That Peace Exists 
Between G-rmany and the Warld Abroad— 
The Irish Agitaters—The Egyptian 
Question fUnder Debate, Btc. 
ee 


Berry, March 6.—The reichstag opened to- 


daywith the usual formalities. The speech from 
the throne was read by Herr Von Bostticher 
home secretary for state and representative of 
the chancellor. The speech aszerts that the 
chief task of the reichstag lies in the domain 
of social and political affairs. and says that 
the emperor's wish, which has been solemnly 
and repeatedly expressed for the improve- 
ment of the condition of the workmen. has 
met with full appreciation on the part of the 
German people. Among the numerous bills 
announced is one providing fora scheme of 
accident insurance, after the’ ad »ption of 
which the emperor recommends the forma. 
tion of asystem of insurance for the infirm 
and aged. This, the speech says, is intended 

to prevent the possible justification of at- 
tempts to overthrow the divine and human 

order of things, and will paye the way for the 
abrogation of existing exceptional meas ures. 
A bill will be introduced providing that the 


anti-socialist law shall remain in force 
for a further period, Another 
will propose an amendment to 


the present system of insurance against sic k- 
ness. The control of joint stock companies 
will form the subject of another bill. The 
foreign relations of Germany, the speech de 
clares, are in a highly satisfactory condition. 
Solidarity exists between the pacific tenti- 
ments of Germany and those of neigh- 


boring friendly powers, which, so far as can 
be humanly foreseen, affords a guarantee of 
the security of peace both in Germany and 
other countries. The speech concludes with 
these words: The strengthening of the herid- 
itary friendshipof Germany with neighboring 
imperial courts, and the cordial reception of 
the crown prince in Italy and Spain, prove 
that Germany's prestige is fortified by the 
confidence of foreign, sovereigns and nations 
in the policy of Germany. 

The national liberals have decided not to 
raise the discussion of the Lasker incident in 
the reichstag until the matter has been inter- 
nationally disposed of. A fusion of the 
secessionist and progressist parties has been 
effected. The new combination will be called 
the German liberal parity. Its programme 
embraces strict adherence to the constitu- 
tional annual budgets, universal suffrage. 
secret voting, payment of the members of 
the reichstag, liberty of the press, of public 
meetings and of association, equality before 
the law, religious liberty and perfect equality 
of all creeds, the economic progress, the su p- 
pression of state socialism, a just assess- 
ment and taxation. With the exception of 
articles of consumption, it will oppose any 
economic custome policy which shall favor 
special interest. It is against monopolies and 
advocates the unimpaired maintainanee of 
the national defense with universal military 
service of a short period, and with an annual 
fixing of the peace contingency of the army. 
It further declares that progresg must be based 
upon allegiance to the emperor and to the 
federal constitution. 

IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS, 

Lonpon, March 6.—In the house of com- 
mons to-day the marquis of Hartington, sec- 
retary of state for war, moved that an ap- 
propriation of 380,000 pounds be voted to 
cover the cost of the Soudan expedition. 
Frederick Stanley, conservative, spoke upon 
the motion and scrutinized severely the gov- 
ernment’s Egyptian policy. Mr. Gladstone re- 
plied that the expedition to Assouan involved 
no change of policy. It was, he asserted, a 
necessary precaution to prevent’ the 
excitement from _ spreading. The gov- 
ernment would adhere to its determination 
to pay no heed to the remarks of foreign 
newspapers, and had no intention of assum- 
ing the government of Egypt. Suchan act 
would be a gross breach of the public law of 
Europe. (Cheers.) The troops would be 
withdrawn at the earliest moment possible. 
Henry Labouchere, radical member for 
Northampton, moved to reduce the appro- 
priation to £100,000. 

Sir Henry James, attorney general, bas 
served a writ upon Charles Bradlaugh for 
— inthe house of commons , February 
11th. 

General Graham, with 3,000 men, will ad- 

vance from Saukim Monday against Osman 
Digma. His force consists of 126 artillerymen 
with six seven-pounders, ten Woscain and 
four Krupp guns, sixty-two sailors with two 
nine-pounders, three gatling and three Gard 
ner guns, and the 10th and 19th huzzars, the 
rest of the force being made up of infantry 
and marines. Osman Digma remains at Han- 
doob, and is ready to accept battle. 
General Graham has been ordered to 
disperse the rebels witbir ten miles 
of Saukim, but not to Operate at a 
greater distance fromthatcity. When these 
nave been dispersed it is believed that the 
tribes will become friendly. 

The Earl Granville, foreign secretary, has 
assured France that Xngland intends to 
maintain the existing conventions with the 
Soudan. itis necessary, first, however, to 
restore the prestige of the English name in 
that quarter. The acts of General Gordon 
are only partially approved. 

,ANKER ARTHUR'S FLIGHT. 

Paris, March 4.—The sale of the business of 
the absconding banker, John Arthur, which 
was announced te take piace at public sale 
yesterday, was stopped by a petition in bank- 
ruptcy. The banking house of John Arthur 
& Co, bas been well known for many years. 
Early last month Mr. Arthur started for 
London, as he alleged, to secure funds to 
cover a large deficit. On February 15 a war- 
rant was issued for his arrest on the charge of 
embezzlement. It was apparent that he had 
long been preparing forthis step, having 
transferred his mansion toa creditor, and 
made over his business to his threesons. The 
Morning News of Paris says that Mr. Arthur’s 
flight created little surprise in Parisian finan- 
cial circles and among English residents. For 
nearly three years rumors have been circulat- 
ing of bis unwillingness torender any ac- 
counts of funds of which he was the adminis- 
trator. Many persons bave lost all their sav- 
ings. The total defaications amount to nearly 
$650,000. It is said that the defaulter carried 
off nearly $175,000 

AN ALLIANCE DENIED. 

Lonpon, March 6.—-Advices from Vienna 
and Berlin concur in contredicting the re- 
port that Germany, Austria and Russia have 
entered into a formal alliance, It is reported 
that Prince Bismarck has informed the 
Ita'ian ambassador at Berlin thata friendly 
entente has been arranged with Russia, but 
no treaty, and that the recent pourpariers 
were limited toa restoration of the cordial 
relations between the Emperor William and 
the czar. 

UNCERTAIN SOLICITORS. 

Loypox, March 6.—Two members of the 
firm of Parker, solicitors, Bradford row, were 
supposed to have fled, and it was alleged that 
the reason for their flight was that they had 
been ae gogo the deeds of their 
clients, and had borrowed five hundred 
thousand pounds for vanous speculations.

ORANOE AND GREEN. 

Dustin, March 6—The justices of the 
peace in Londonderry have asked the govern- 
ment to prociaim the orange and nationalist 
meetings on St. Patrick's day. ° 

The organized action between England and 
the continental powers against the anarchists 
and dynamiters bas been agreed upon with- 
outany special treaty. The police depart 
ment of the powers have been instructed to 
co-operate with one another. Under this 
compact the Swiss government has ordered 
the arrest of a number ofanarchists at Berne, 
and the search of suspected persons and the 
office of a workingman’s society at Berne, 
Che Swiss potice have arrested a German 
anarchist named Renno. They sent informa- 
tion to Vienna which led to the seizure of 
Kammerer and other anarchists. The refu- 
gees at (reneva suspected a man named Pen- 
kert, a rampant anarchist, supposed to be a 
German. Penkert received warning and sud- 
denly disappeared. The Vienna Official Ga- 
zette publishes an official order stating that 
letters opened by the public and afterward 


seal with mention of the fact that they had 
been opened at the office and distributed. 

Lonpon, March (}—The clue mentioned in 
the Standard’s Paris dispatches this morning, 
which leads the Paris pelice to believe that 
an assault is meditated upon prominent offi- 
cers in London on St. Patrick's day, is afford- 
ed by a letter from America which has fallen 
into the hands of the police. 

AN ITALIAN RIOT. 

Rome, March 6.—An affray occurred yes- 
terday at Pressa, a small village near Acquila, 
between the laborers on the railway ana the 
inhabitants of the village. The carbin- 
eers interfered to suppress the disturbance 
and fired, killing eignt and wounding four- 
teeen of the-villagers. The affair has caused 
& great sensation. 

THE FRENCH LABORERS. 

Paris, March 6—The workmen, prompted 
by the anarchists, have published a mani- 
festo which urges a demonstration against the 
government with a view to leading them 
to adopt measures for the ameliora- 
tion of the condition of the unemployed. 


PARNELL’S MOTHER PERSECUTED 


Mer Homestead Defaced, Her Chickens Beheaded 
and Her Miich Cow Potsoned. 

PHILADELPRIA, March 6.—For months Mrs, 
Delia Parnell, the aged mother of Charles 
Parnell, who resides at the family homestead 
known as ‘‘Ironsides,’’ about half way between 
Bordentown and White Ifill, has been beset by 
a series of petty persecutions. The outrages 
began shortly after the death of Miss Fanny 
Parnell, and at first Mrs. Parnell overlooked 
them. Since last Octoberscarcely a week has 
passed without some mysterious visitation to 
the homestead,and from time to time articles 
of value were taken from the house in a 
manner that left no clue te the thief, 

One night a large number of valuable 
breeding fowls were beheaded in their coops. 
On another occasion portions of the fencin 
were torndown. Later the vandals ovinead 
their vindictiveness by damaging trees and 
out-houses. ©n December 1, they poisoned 
a handsome St. Barnard and a red setter, for- 
merly the property of Miss Parnell. Fora 
time the persecution ceased only to be re- 
newed in the form of a more painful species 
of revenge. 

Last Friday night an attempt was made on 
the lives of Mrs, Parnel, the overseer, George 
O’Toole, and his wife, although the mistress of 
the place happened at the time to be in New 
York. Among the live stock kept at Lronsides 
| are several cows, only one of which, however, 
gives milk, This animal supplies the dairy with 
all the milk consumed on the place. On Friday 
night the milch cow was found dead in its 
stall. Dr. Shipps,of Bordentown, was in- 
formed, and after an examination of the 
cow’s entrails he decided that the animal 
died from the effects of arsenic. 

The motives of the persecutors was proba- 
bly to poison the inmates of the homestead 
by the means of the use of the cow’s milk. 
Several men who were discharged by the 
overseer are suspected. 


FIRE AND EXPLOSION. 


Three Men Killed at Lawrenee, Mass.-—Fire le o 
Philade'phia Factory. 

LAWRENCE, Mass., March 6.—The boiler in 
J.T. Tree’s dyeing establishment exploded 
this forenoon, killing John Trees, Jr., engin: 
eer, and fatally injuring Wm. Moreland and 
Michael Cronin, twoemployes. Three build- 
ings were shattered into splinters. Pieces of 
the boiler and debris were thrown 400 feet, 
crashing through the roofs of dwellings, but 
fortunately injured no one. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 6.—A fire occurred 
this morning in the oil cloth works of George 
W. Bloden & Co., at Nicetown, a suburb of 
the city. The flames were confined to three 
large buildings, two of which were used for 
coating, and one for printing oil cloths. The 
loss is about $100,000, Three hundred men 
are out of employment until the works can 
be rebuilt.

THE MEXICAN PENSION BILL. 

Mr. Townshend, a democratic member of 
Illinois, introduced the bill granting pensions 
to the soldiers and sailors of the Mexican 
war, that he was ableto call up and and push 
through the house last Monday. It is a 
Mexican pension bill pure and simple, and 
the survivors of the Indian wars will have to 
present their claimsin another bill. We give 
below the text of the bill as passed by the 
house, omitting only. formal words and 
phrases: 

That the secretary of the interior be, and he is 
hereby authorized and directed to place on the 
pension-roll the names of the surviving officers 
and enlisted men, including marines, militia, and 
yolunteers, of the military and naval services of 
the United States who served sixty days in the war 
of 1846 and 1847 and 1545 with Mexico, or who, be- 
ing enlisted as aforesaid, actually served with the 
army or navy of the United states in Mexico in 
said war, or were actually engaged in 
a battle in said war, and were honorably 
discharged, and to such other oflicers and soldiers 
and sailors as may have been personally named in 
any resolution of cougress for any specific service 
in said wars, although their term of service may 
have been less than sixty days, and the surviving 
widows of such cfficers and enlisted men as were 
married to such officers or soldiers prior to the dis- 
charge of such officers and enlisted men: Provided, 
Thatsuch widows have not remarried: And pro- 
vided further, That this act shali not apply toany 
person not a citizen of the United States. 

Sec. 2. That peusions under this act shall be at 
the rate of $8 per monih, and payable only from 
and after the passage of thisactfor and during the 
natural lives of the persons entilled thereto. 

Section 3. That before the name of any person 
shail be placed on the pension roll under this act 
proof shall be made, under such rulesand regula- 
tions as ihe secretary of the interior may prescribe, 
of the righ’ of the applicant toa pension; and any 
person who shall falsely aud corrupuy take any 
oath required under this act shall be deemed guilty 
of perjury; and the secretary of the interior shall 
cause to be struck from tho pension roll the name 
of any persou whenever it shall 
be ~ made to appear by proof sat- 
isfactory to him that such vuame was put 
upon such roll through faise and fraudulent repre- 
sentations, aud that such person is not entitled toa 
pention under this act. The loss of the certificate 
of discharge shail not deprive any person of the 
benefits of this act, but o.her evidence of service 
performed and ofan honorable dischaige may be 
deemed sufficient. 

Sec 4. That the pension laws now in force which 
are not inconsistent or in conflict with this act are 
hereby made a partof this act, so far as they may 
pe applicable thereto. 

Sec 5. That it shall be unlawful for any attorney, 
claim agent, or any other person to demand or re- 
ceivea greater than $lu for services rendered in 
beba!f of a claimant under this act, to be paid when 
such claim isallowed. 

Sec. 6. That section 4716 of the revised statutes is 
hereby repealed so far as the same relates to this 
act or to pensions undcr this act. 

Sec. 7. That the provisions of this act shall not 
apply to any person while under the political disa- 
bilities imposed by the fourteenth amendment to 
the constitution of the United States. 


Mr. Browne, of Indiana, tried to excite sec- 
tional prejudice by declaring that five sevenths 
of the Mexican veterans live in the south, but 
he was not able to turn even the vote of his 
colleague, Mr. Calkins, against the bill. The 
vote on the passege of the bill was: yeas 227, 
nays 46. Every Georgia member wasin his 
seat, and voted forit. Of the negative vote 
only four were democrats, namely, Arnot of 
New York, Millard of Pennsylvania, Morse 
of Massachusetts, and Warner of Ohio. 

The estimates as to how much this bill will 
draw from the treasury, vary greatly. 
Mr. Townsbend claims that at 
the close of the hostilities, thirty-six 
years ago, there were not exceeding 44,474 
men on the lists. Of this number it is esti- 
mated that about 12,000 survive, and 1,000 
widows. About sixteen per cent of this num- 
ber will never ask fora pension—leaving 
eleven thousand to draw $96 a year, or about 
$1,006,000. The pension office, however, says 
that 75.982 men survived the war, and that 
about 40,000 of them are alive and will apply 
for pensions. As the average age of the survi- 
vors is now 62 years, it is plain that the esti- 
mate of the pension office is far beyond the 
trath.

In our opinion, the party lash which the 
esteemed Washington Post is cracking over 
the devoted heads of the democrats in com- 
gress might very profitably be substituted for 
something else less ridiculous if not 
more eflicacious.

“We are given tg understand,’ say the 
Post, ‘‘that Mr. Samuel J. Randall, of Penn- | 
sylvania, has formed an alliance, offensive | 
and defensive, with the republican munority 
in the house, with the object of striking out 
the enacting clause in the Morrison tariff bill 
as soon as it is reported from the committee of 
ways and means, and thus in one motion not 
only killing the bill as a whole, but stifling 
all debate u,onit. He has contracted to lead 
the republican opposition to the bill and to 
deliver in the republican camp some fifty 
democratic yotes against it.” 

This, then, is the Crisis. ‘‘We have no 
means of verifying this extraordinary state- 
ment,’ the Boston Post goeson to say, ‘‘for 
the reason that its truth or falsity can only be 
demonstrated in the house. It is only certain 
that the republican leaders rely upon his 
assistance in summarily defeating the tariif 
bill which the ways and means committee 
will report. This bill will have the indorse- 
mentof the democratic caucus, but if fifty 
democrats join the republicans in voting 
against it it will fail of passage.”’

ASPHALT PAVEMENT. 

Epitors CONSTITUTION:—The representatives of 
the Warren Scharf Asphalt company of New York 
have during the past ten days meta number of 
the leading citizens of Atlantaand talked with 
them on the subject of asphalt pavements. Several 
of them talked with have seen the pavement in use 
in other cities and nearly every one of these speak 
warmly in fayor of its smoothness, its cleanliness 
its consequent freedom from bad smells, its noisc- 
lessness andits durability under heavy traiiic. 

They seem to appreciate that owing to 
its buving a rigid bed of concrete impervi- 
ous to water ard the wearivg coat of asphalt 
over this; that if is a pavement particularly 
adapted to enduring the long rainy winters there 
are here without sinking and chauging in p'aces 
as all pavemenis must which do not perfectly shed 
water, but allow it tosink down and turn the un- 
derlying sand and clay into mud. 

With other citizens the principal objections made 
to the aspoaltare these: First, in tne matter of 
durability; second, as to the possibility of laying 
pipes ajter the pavement is put down, and third, 
the cost of asphalt being greater than granite block. 
In considering the question of durability, it is 
nec: ssary to turn to the experience which has 
been had with this kind of pavement in other 
countries as toservice fora leng number of years, 
although there seemsto be abundant proof of its 
extreme durability to be learned from its use 
during the past ten yearsin this country. Geueral 
Gilmore, of the United States Engineer Corps,in his 
work on roads, streets and pavements,in speaking 
of ine wearof the asphalt pavements iu Paris, 
where they have been in use since 1854, says that 
some of the asphalt which had been in use on the 
Rue de Begere, a street subject to heavy traffic, 
that it had in fifteen years lost twelve aud 
a half per cent of its thickness and only five per 
cen?of itsweizht In thiscountry the only prop 
erly laid pavements are net more than six or seven 
years old, with ube exception of about 500 yards 
laid in 1874in Trimble Piace, N, Y. . This has been 
subject to very heavy continuous wear from truck 
drayscarrying heavy loads, and in 1880 the report 
of Mr. Geo. P. Slade, the treasurer of the Manhat- 
tan Real Estate Association,for whom it was laid,is 
that the repairs on it up to the date of his letter or 
six years was $30, or one cent a yard a year. 
Pennsylvania avenue, in Washing'on, 
which was laid in 1876, has 
cost $3,000 to keep in repair for five years, or a little 
more than a cent a yard ea year. A. with, in 
United States Paris exposition reports for 1873 
says the cost there of keeping belgian block in re- 
pair is from §*¢ cents to 25 cents per square yard 
per year. Ceriainly the comparison is favorable to 
the asphalt pavement. Of 391,884 yards of asphalt 
laid between 1877 and 1881, the total cost of repair 
up to the spring of 1882 was 
$150, an semount 80 trifling as not 
to be considered. So confident are those who 
put down these pavements of their durability that 
they offer to guarntee to keep them in perfect re- 
pair without cost to the cities where they are laid 
for five years,orfor alonger time ata price per 
square yard per year less than the cost of keeping 
tne best belgian block in repair. 

Much more proofcould be adduced to show the 
great durability of this pavement, but this hardly 
seems necessary in view of the guarantees which 
are offered. 

As there are nearly eiehty miles of the asphalt 
streets now laid in the United States, and that in

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TO GO TO CHINA. 


MISS LAURA HAYGOODTO BECOME 
A MISSIONARY. 


She Sends in Rer Resigration as Principal of the 
Girls’ High School, and Wi!l Devote Her En- 
ergies to the Cause of the Church in 
China~Mr. Bonnell May Go Alse. 


Miss Laura Haygood, principal of the girl's 
high school, has sent to the board of 
education a formal notice that she will not 
be a candidate for re-election but will retire 
from the position at the end of the present 
term. Alltermsof teachers expire on the 
Ist of July and a re-election all around takes 
place at that time. Miss Haygood gives this 
notice in ample time for the board to consider 
the election of her successor. 

While this statement will beraeceived with 
deep regret there is behind it one that will 
cause still greater sorrow in Atlanta. 

Miss Haygood has determined to leave the 
pleasant places in which her lines are now 
cast and go asa missionary to China and will 
leave in October for her new field of labor. 

Sunday before last, Doctor Potter preached 
& most powerful sermon at Trinity, on the 
subject of missions, and his words had the ef- 
fect of determining Miss Haygood’s course in 
a matter which, as is well knowu among her 
immediate friends, she has long considered. 
Miss Hlaygood has been doing zealous and ef- 
fective missionary work in Atlanta among 
the poorer classes, but she has feit that there 
was a need for her. services in a wider field. 
Her friends, anxious to keep herin Atlanta, 
have sought to dissuade her, but the follow- 
ing letter shows that she has fuily determined 
on the course already mentioned: 

“DearR Dr, Porrern—Since your letter of 
inquiry, last October or November, I have 
never been able—nor indeed have | tried—to 
put out of mind the new feeling which is 
aroused of personal relationship to the work 
in China. Within the last ten days I have 
come to feel that if the work of God in 
China needs women, there is no woman in all 
the world under more obligaticn to go than I 
am, 

‘As far as the decision rests with me, I 
am ready. You will perhaps care to know 
that I reached thisconclusion while you were 
preaching last Sunday. 

‘T have just written to Dr. Allen, and will 
write to Mrs. McGavock to-day. Most truly 
yours, — LAURA A, Haycoop,”’ 

Miss Haygood’s cffer will be accepted by 
the board, beyond ali question, aad in Octo- 
ber she will set sail for China. 

WHY SHE G°ES, 

Miss Ha yygood is to assist in perhaps the 
most impoctant missionary work ever inaug- 
urated in China, under the auspices o! that 
great missionsry, }uupg J. Allen. 

Dr. Allen, as is well Known, has adopted 
new tactics in Lis work by beginning bis revo- 
lution among the upper.ctasses. He has 
begun on the surface and will work down, 
ward, using education as the most powerful 
weapon aguinst the religion of Confucius. He 
bas found, however, that while he can con- 
vert the men, the women raise the children 
aud inculcate their religious principles. it, 
therefore, was found necessary to reach the 
women, and in order to do that a large Anglo- 
Chinese university is to be _ established 
at Shanghai, where nine lady teachers 
with a high order of ability will be placed. 
The buildings are now in course of erection, 
and Dr. Allen is engaged in securing the 
needed tedchers.. Miss Haygood will take an 
important position in this university and 
will doubtless make it alife work. It is in- 
tended to have a university for males and 
one for femaleys—the ladies doing the mis- 
sionary work among the Chinese women and 
five men doing the work among the men. 

The Wesleyan Christian Advocate says of 
Miss Hay good: 

“She has had a most constant and successful 
careerasa teacher. She has been teaching 
nineteen years, began in Oxtord in i565, and 
is now thirty-eight years old. She graduated 
in Wesleyan Female co!lege in 1864, bas stud- 
ied ever Since the spring of 1865.  Taughta 
large high school in Atlanta from March, 

72; since then’ in 
high school, Atlanta. She has 
acauisitions in Latin, French, German 
and Greck, and in  =Mhterature, mathe- 
matics and the sciences not common to either 
men or women, and is competent to do any- 
thibg a woman can do. She goes with her 
whole heart and with the whole head of her 
brothers and sisters. She was born in Wat- 
kinsville, October 14, 1845 prepared for col- 
lege by her mother, and has been religious 
from her girlhood. She joined the church 
July 28th, 1858, and has not lost any steps 
since. She has taught in Sunday-school and 
has organized mission schools, carried on 
home mission work and other church work 
possible to women many years. She has 
health and endurance toan extent unknown. 
She would, we know, shrink back with true 
womanly modesty from this notice, if she 
knew we were writing it, but we know, also, 
that her strong good sense will appreciate 
our motive.
